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THE FIRST JEWISH CANDIDATE FOR PARLIAMENT. 


Most English Jews, if asked who was the first Jewish member of 
Parliament, would at once give the correct reply—Baron Lionel de Rothschild. 
[f asked who was the first Jewish candidate for a seat in Parliament they 
would, in all probability, give the 
same answer: but it would be wrong. 
[In an article on Sir David Salomons 
which appears in the new volume of 
the Dictionary of National Biography, 
it is mentioned (and the fact will be 
new, we believe, to most of our 
readers) that that able and energetic 
champion of Jewish claims had twice 
contested a seat in Parliament before 
Baron Lionel de Rothschild began his 
memorable candidature for the City 
of London in 1847. In 1837, Mr. 
Salomons, as he then was, stood 
unsuccessfully, inthe Liberal interest, 
for the borough of New Shoreham. 
In IS841, he stood for Maidstone. 
The religious issues that would have 
heen raised, if he had been elected, do 
not seem to have attracted general 
attention in TR41. He was regarded 
simply as a Radical candidate, coming 
forward at the last moment to 
make oa hopeless effort to win oa 
safe "Tory seats and though he was the only Liberal candidate in the 
constituency, and seems to have commanded such support as Liberal 
could hope to gam in Maidstone, he was defeated by two Conservatives, one 
of whom was the late Mr. A. J. Beresford Tope.

Sir DAVID SALOONS. 


In TS847, on the occasion 
Rothschild was returned for the 
Cityof London, Mr. Salomous was nominated for Greenwich, not as a mere party 
candidate, but as an advocate of the canse of religious liberty. The peculiar 
nature of tis candidature was emphasised hy the fact that the two sitting 
members for the borough, whom-he opposed, were both Liberals like himself. 
Ile was defeated by less than S00) votes in-a poll of more than 2,000. One 
of the two candidates who deteated dim ain P8477, died in T85O1, and he then 
appeared for the fourth time as a Parliamentary candidate, and was again 
opposed only by a Liberal, His personal popularity, and the sympathy which 
the Jewish cause commanded among Liberals, secured him 2,165 votes against 
1.278 recorded for lis opponent. It is worthy of note that in) 1851, while 
still a candidate. Mr. Salomons expressed the intention of using, if elected, 
stronger means for asserting his right to sit and vote in Parliament than had 
heen used by his * friend Rothschild” in 1847. As all the world knows, he 
carried out his intention. To the account of the Parliamentary career of Sir

librarian, we may add that early in life Sir David was asked to sit for one of 
the constituencies commanded by the Lowther family in Cumberland, but 
declined the invitation.

JEWISH EAST END HOSPITALS ALD FUND. 


Sik,Without in any way deprecating contributions towards a separate 
Home and Hospital for Incurable Jews and Jewesses, I hope you will permit 
me to plead in your columns that some share of the proposed East End collec- 
tion fone be reserved for the two London General Hospitals, which make 
special provision for “curable” Jews and Jewesses, viz., the London Hospital, 
and the Metropolitan Hospital. 

A very large section of the Out-patients, and eight out of every hundred 
of the ten thousand In-patients annually treated at the London Hospital, are 
of the Jewish faith, whilst it is alleged that in late years the contributions from 
the Jewish community to the Hospital have been comparatively small. If so 
the circumstance is probably due to the fact that Jewish sympathies have 
broadened ; as Jews now contribute more freely to General Hospitals in different 
parts of London, they are, perhaps, unable to give as freely as in former years 
to Hospitals which have mh, special provision for the dietary and ritual require- 


ments of suffering Jews and Jewesses, 

However that may be, I hope the view will be thought reasonable that at 
least a portion of the Aid Fund proposed to be collected from Jews in East 
London, should be reserved for the London Hospital and for the Metropolitan 
Hospital, which have special wards exclusively for Jews and Jewesses. 

lt may be urged that it is rather ungracious to seek to divert money froma 
Hospital destines to accommodate poor Jewish incurables, even in order to aid 
in alleviating the sufferings of poor Jews and Jewesses whose maladies are 
more or less curable, and that it would be better to endeavour to organise 
another collecting agency in East London. But there are many objections to 
duplicate collecting agencies in the same district for kindred objects, 

_. In any case I think it would be very difficult, if not impossible, to form in 
aid of Hospitals which have special wards for sufferers of the Hebrew faith 
another Jewish collecting organisation as effective as that which will have the 
advantage of the able guidance of Mr. Lionel Alexander, and Mr. Stuart 
Samuel, and of their colleagues, and which will be under the direction of Mr 
Davis.

action, he said, good had come out of evil, and encouragement arisen out of “the 


saddest spectacle of modern times” (die traurigste Erscheinung der Neuzeit). 

In June, 1891 when in consequence of the recrudescence of persecution, in 
a single month 12,500 refugees passed through Charlottenburg on their 
flight from Russia, a second Conference was held at Berlin, also under the chair- 
manship of Dr. Makower. I attended this Conference, and had an opportunity 
not only of witnessing the consummate ability with which he handled its meet- 
ings, but also of making his personal acquaintance, and learning the secret of his 
influence. Tall and stately, with a firm chin, and an almost truculent moustache, 
his appearance augured a severity which a few minutes’ conversation promptly 
dispelled. He was severe, no doubt, but only to himself; dignified after a 
fashion dear to the British heart, and in style more than half an Englishman. 


And in common with Englishmen, his reserve was at times quite 
erroneously mistaken for haughtiness, He was then occupying a 
modest house in the Strasse, sober and unostentatious. 


He appreciated English ways and English manners, and told me that he 
delighted to spend.a holiday in our country. I have since met him at 
Shanklin, when he waxed enthusiastic over the beauties of the Isle of Wight. 
We compared notes about our experiences in Russia, and as he travelled under 
more favourable auspices than ever I could expect to do I was correspondingly 
impressed. He talked very little “shop,” but it was pretty evident that he was 
an indefatigable student to the last. His knowledge of English law was pro- 
found, and he expressed great satisfaction that his son, Dr. Felix Makower, had 
taken up the Ecclesiastical Law of England as his speciality, and that his 
“Geschichte der Kirchen-verfassung von. England” had met with favour even 
in the eyes of bishops. | | 

The Justizrath was for many years President of the Jewish community at 
Berlin. In 1802 he established a school for Russian boys and girls at Pankow, 
near Berlin, and about the same time a very useful ‘ Miidchenort,” or Institu- 
tion for training Jewish girls for domestic service. He took the greatest interest 
in these institutions, and paid a visit to the one at Pankow the very Sunday 
before he died, and it is to be feared that the immediate cause of his death was 
a chill caught on that occasion, His funeral took place on Sunday last, 
and was attended by an enormous number of persons, especially the 
lawyers of Berlin, of whose “Anwalts Kammer” he was the President 
at the date of his death. ‘This is a position equivalent to that-of President of 
our Incorporated Law Society, an it is perhaps worth mentioning that he 
succeeded to this office on the death of another coreligionist, the eminent Dr. 
Levy, who was so tragically murdered in October last. 1 N

[FROM OUR BERLIN CORRESPONDENT. | 
Justizrath H. Makower died sudderdpeom—Lhursday, April Ist, in his 68th 
year. We deplore not only the loss of a remarkable personality endowed with 
rare talents, but also one of the most brilliant ornaments of Judaism ; a heart 
which beat in unison with every virtue of our religion. His legal works are 
proofs of his great judicial knowledge, and his name has become known through 
them as well as by his great activity in the Law Courts. His vast knowledge 
and his good heart were ever at the ‘iapoeal of the Jewish community, who are 
grief-stricken at the loss of one of their most able and most successful co-workers. 
For more than 25 years J ustizrath Makower wasamember of the Repraesentanten 
and for the most part of the time their President. What he did is peal expressed 
in the notice which the Vorstand of the Berlin Jewish community dedicated 
to his memory. With a clear view and a firm hand Justizrath Makower ever 
strove to work harmoniously with his colleagues for the welfare of the congrega- 
tion. The deceased distinguished himself through wisdom and tact in all ques- 
tions regarding congregational matters, he showed true zeal in the improvement 
and amelioration of synagogal culture, and was enthusiastic in his love for the 
science of Judaism. He devoted the greatest attention to all philanthropic 
institutions, most particularly those intended to educate the young.  Justiz- 
rath Makower has worked much and incessantly for the Jewish community, and 
it was a great blow to the congregation, when he resigned, four years ago, his post 
of President of the “ Repraesentanten.” The question at issue was to send a 
‘petition to the German Emperor praying for his protection against the overwhelm- 
ing excesses of the anti-Semites. Justizrath Makower was strenuously opposed to 
the matter in question on the ground that the privileges of the Jews are deter- 
mined by the laws of the land, and he resigned. The petition was sent off, but 
Justizrath Makower could not be prevailed upon to resume the oftice which he 
had held so successfully for more than twenty-five years, although he was ever 
willing to aid every matter connected with the Jewish community with his 
invaluable advice, and was ever active in furthering their benevolent institu- 
tions, A few years ago he founded an Orphan Asylum for Jewish girls in 
Pankow, and when the Jews were expelled from Russia, he brought from Brody 
forty homeless children and had them trained in a Training Home, established 
by him, which he supervised until his death. In all questions he maintained a 
Liberal point of view and made his opinion evident by force of eloquence, 
wrudence and experience, He was a most successful and celebrated barrister, 
or he was not only very clever and keen-minded, but an accomplished speaker 
and brilliant writer. His “Kommentar zum Handelsgesetzbuch,’ which he 
edited in conjunction with Justizrath 8S. Meyer, is a work highly esteemed in 
judicial circles, and has gone through several editions. Besides this work he 
wrote on the “ Konkurs Recht,” and the best proof of the esteem in which he 
was held by his colleagues is their choosing him as Vice-President of the Union 
of Lawyers. After the murder of Justizrath Levy, Makower was chosen 
President of the Berlin Lawyers’ Association, and in every question relating to 
the position of his colleagues he took the deepest interest. In him Judaism 
has lost one of its best members, for he shed alike lustre on the creed to which 
he belonged and the profession which he adorned, 

The funeral of Justizrath Makower took place on Sunday noon. The coffin 
rested on a bier in his Library, and was surrounded with quantities of handsome 
wreaths. The President of the Landgericht, several M.P.’s., Professor Mommsen, 
Ludwig Bamberger, Justizrath Muncke, and many barristers were present, as 
well as the Vorstand, and the representatives of many hundreds who wished to 
pay their last tribute of respect to the departed. 

After the choir had sung, Rabbiner Dr. Mayuatm spoke in touching words, 
basing his remarks on the text : “ This is My beloved, and this is My friend, 0 
daughter of Jerusalem.” He emphasised the merits of Makower, and all he had 
done for Judaism. In the name of the Association of Lawyers Jusvizrari 
VON Simson delivered a pathetic address,

III.-THE ORPHAN ASYLUM.—THE AMALGAMATION SCHEME. 


Twenty-four years after the opening of the Jews’ Hospital, the history of 
which has already been sketched, there came into existence, under much: less favour- 
able circumetancer, another institution with somewhat similar objects. In 1830 
England suffered from a visitation of cholera. In London alone the’ disease 
carried off more than 5,000 victims, among whom were naturally many poor Jews 
| and Jewerses; and many Jewish children were deprived of both parents, and left 
Aj destitute. There was no institution that undertook the maintenance of these 
iE orphans, for the accommodation provided by the Jews’ Hospital could not be 

: suddenly increased, nor was preference given in that institution to orphans over 

other children. Indeed the system of election by general ballot made the 
| admission of orphans more difficult than that of children who had relations and 
‘ | energetic friends to canvass on their behalf. The task of supplying what was 
| needed was not, on this occasion, undertaken by the rich and influential members 
of the community. Perhaps the charitable among them thought that it was as 
much as they could do to maintain the Jews’ Hospital, which was euffering at the 
time from pecuniary and adininistrative difficulties. And, no doubt, much of the 
energy that is usually devoted in the Jewish community to charitable work was 
taken up by the struggle for emancipation which had opened with the introduc- 
tion in 1830 of Mr. Grant's Bill for the removal of Jewish disabilities. From 
whatever cause, the work was left to humbler philanthropiets. Weekly collec- 
4 tions were made among Jews of the middle and poorer classes, for the support 
‘@ of the orphans, and the proceeds were paid, at first, to poor Jewish families with 
4 whom the chilaren were boarded out. Later on, a house was taken for the 
| purpose in Leman Street, and in 1846, an Asylum was built in St. 
Mark's Street, Goodman's Fields, wholly at the cost of Abraham Lyon Moses, 
for the accommodation of forty orphans. ‘The Asylum differed from the Jews’ 
Horpital in that only orphan children were admitted, thoee deprived of both 
parents having the preference. The inmates were, like those of the Jews’ 
H Hospital, not only provided for during the period of their education, but also 
y placed, where possible, in suitable occupations. The system of apprenticeship 
ia “in the House,” which was still maintained by the Jews’ Hospital, wag, however, 
; not adopted. Boys and girls were apprenticed or placed in situations with out- 
1 side employers. In spite of its humble origin, the Jews’ Orphan Asylum soon 
at met, like the Jews’ Horpital, with distinguished support. The Queen Dowager, 
i] the Duke of Cambridge, and many other Christians contributed to ite funds, and 
af | the Duchess of Kent and the Duke of Buccleuch occupied the position of 
‘‘ patrons.” The number of children provided for was in 1831 only seven; ip 
1841 it was twenty-eight, in 1851 thirty-two, in 1861 (when the building was 
enlarged) forty-five, and in 1871 (a few years after the building had been 
enlarged for the second time), sixty-one, 

For forty-five years the Jews’ Orphan Asylum was carried on as a separate 
Institution, struggling with the usual difficulties (of which the most important, 
in its early dayr, was the paucity of qualified Jewish teachers) but managing to

In the following issue Mr. Herbert 
Bentwich unfolded his plan of as'Pilgrimage® to Palestine, which has since become 
a practical reality. Under his guidance, a party of Jewish travellers have 
started for Palestine, where they will spend the Passover among scenes of 
unequalled historie and sacred interest, and will be brought into intimate contact 
with a section of their coreigionists who have unique claims upon the 
sympathy of Western Jews. ln deseribing the movement asa‘ Pilyrimage” 
it is possible to invest if with an exagverated Importance, and to attach to it 
a significance which its promoters have specially disclaimed. ‘There is nothing 
of the ancient idea of a pilgrimage about this tour to the Mast. Tt is not 
undertaken as a religious duty like the Mosaic pilgrimages to Jerusalem or 
the Mahomedan //aj to Mecca. Nor will it involve any of the hardships 
inseparable from the pilgrimayes of olden times. On the contrary, it will be 
rendered as comfortable, and even luxurious, as modern travelling facilities 
can ensure. It is principally an opportunity for Jews travel-in’ company 
under tvonditions which will respect Jewish observance and to a country 
which must have incomparably more interesting 
Jews than any spot on earth. Apart altogether from aspira- 
tions cherished by Zionists, the delights of such a tour, and its 
instructiveness are so manifest that we have not the least doubt that it will 
become a regular institution. But we should like to see it develop into 
something more general still, As we suggested last year, the time has now 
arrived when arrangements should be made for Jewish co-operative travel to 
centres of interest nearer home. Not all of us can get so far as Palestine, 
and not many can make holiday at this time of year. But if in the summer- 
time, when the ‘ playgrounds of Murope” are thronged with Jewish visitors, 
arrangements could be made for the holding of international conferences on 
questions of Jewish interest, and special tours were organised in connection 
therewith, we believe they would attract considerable numbers of our 
coreligionists. |

the mass of immigrants that have reached Transatlantic shores during the last 
decade. Those present could realise how puny, comparatively, are our own 
East End Schemes besides this enormous burden. Mr. Schiff declared that 
he was not exaggerating when he estimated the Jews of New York at 850,000, 


l°more than 15 per cent. of the entire population of the city. The 


majority, too, he says, are new comers, and the bulk are dependent 
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upon the goodwill of barely 5,000 of their coreligionists. It is quite evident 
that beside such a mass of poverty and what is done to cope with it, the work 
of onr own Board of Guardians sinks into. insignificance. But the remarks 
which give most food for thought are the wise words that fell from Mr. 
Schiff relating to the predominance of the Jews of Russian origin in the near 
future. We believe, with him, that the future of Judaism will be largely 
influenced from the United States 


The presence in the chair of the Principal of Owens 
er. Ware On (College at Dr. Salomon’s erudite and elaborate lecture at 
Judaism. the Manchester Jewish Historical Society on the ‘ Jews of 
the Persian Period ” is worthy of note. Dr. Ward spoke 
with the fullest sympathy of the aims of the Jewish Historical Society, and 
after congratulating the lecturer, expressed the hope that the Society would 
be brought fully into connection with the Victoria University Extension Move- 
ment, the smaller Institution giving and gaining strength by its connection 
with the larger. He then referred to the condition of the Jews in Babylon 
during the exile, and shewed that they solved the problem, on the mght 
solution of which the continued existence of Judaism in our own days 
depended. They obeyed faithfully the advice of Jeremiah, to work for 
the welfare of the country which they had been obliged to adopt, and remamed 
faithful to the traditions of their religion,and developed them. In faithfulness 
to Jewish tradition and fulfilment of the duties of citizenship lay the safety of 
modern Judaism, andits respect inthe eyes of the larger world. Dr. Ward had no 
belief in a religion which had no recognised forms and dogmas. In such a 
religion, men had nothing to lean upon. Jews who were good citizens, but 
were faithless to their traditions, lost their self-respect and the full] respect of 
others. Sach words coming from a layman and the recognised representative 
of culture in the great city of the North of England, should be taken to heart 
in a larger area than the Jewish community of Manchester, though that com- 
munity sorely needs them. 


livery Jewish lover of that which is greatest and noblest in 
music will join inthe general regret for the truly irreparable 
loss the art world has austained by the death of Johannes 
Brahms, the last of the great Grerman classicists and, until 
his death, the one living composer worthy to bear the fallen mantle of the 
mighty spirits of the past. Here, of course, we can only deal with such of the 
late master’s work as was of specifically Jewish interest. It was no inno- 
vation to set to music words from the Bible; this has been done by almost 
every composer from the earliest dawn of our race onwards, but it has usually 
been done either for use in Divine worship or in the Oratorio form. Brahms, 
however, was probably the first of the great masters, who chose verses from 
the Bible as texts for songs in the ordinary sense of the word. Itis a healthy 
example that some of our Jewish composers might well follow. Only last 
year he published, under the title of ‘ Four Serious Songs,” a setting of 
verses from Ecclesiastes iv., and [eclesiasticus (xli.), and these exquisite 
compositions are so perfect a reflection of the beauty and profound pathos of 
the ‘sublime words which inspired them, that it is to be deeply deplored

The meeting of the Jews’ College Literary Society on Sun- 
day evening last was one of more than ordinary interest, 
having regard to the subject of the Rev. I. S. Meisels’ 
paper, and to the animated discussion which ensued. The 
paper, which dealt with ‘ Proselytes in Post-Biblical. Times,” was distinetly 
opportune, in view of the interest which has recently been aroused in the ques- 
tiog as to how far Judaism is a missionary religion, and in how far it ought 
to enter upon an active propagandist. movement. The lecturer, for the most 
part, contented himself with enumerating instances of proselytes in the past, 
without entering into the larger question of the methods pursued in 
winning them over, or of the gain to Judaism which accrued from the 
accession of outsiders to its ranks. His views, however, as to the extent 
of the obligation which devolves upon Jews to promulgate their 
faith were set forth in a large-minded and scholarly fashion. The whole

question is one which naturally lent itself to much divergent opinion, the 


extreme views put forward being, on the one hand, that Jews, by reason of 
their conviction of the absolute truth of their own creed, are morally 
bound to impart it to others : and, on the other hand, that an active propa- 
ganda is to be deprecated, and that Jews can best fulfil their mission by 
remaining «7 ‘W, passively testifying to the purity of their faith by the purity 
of the conduct which it inspires. Perhaps the most plausible attitude on the 
question was that adopted by Mr, Israel Abrahams, who contended that while 
we are bound to recognise the efficacy of silent example as a means to con- 

- yersion, at the same time the articulate interpretation of the message we are 
destined to convey cannot be altogether dispensed with. The discussion 
throughout, was characterised by appreciation of the point at igsue, 
as well as by the equable temper which the speakers displayed in their beak 
ment of a subject of so controversial a nature.

THE JEWISH CONGREGATION AT CORFU. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


The Jews of Corfu form an interesting section of the perpen. y aS appears 
‘em the following account published by a local correspondent :— | | 
in rr cing their history, which offers many telling episodes, we find that Jews 
tid not ‘ahabit Corfu before the 12th century, though they were scattered about 
the f the islands of the Greek archipelago from the earliest historic days. 
Sera of Tudela, who visited Corfu about that time, has told us that 
Naupaktos numbered 100 Jews each, rissi ), and 
Thebes gave shelter to no less than 3,000 Jews engaged in t r€ $I k manu acture 
and dyeing of purple. He only found one Jew at Corfu, who was also engaged in 
‘he above-named trade. But towards the I3th century a colony immigrated 
‘om the East. They spoke Greek, and their synagogue was known as the 
“(Greek Synagogue.” It 1s a remarkable fact that the oldest book written in the 
vernacular Greek was a translation of the Book of Jonah made for this same 
congregation, The MS., which was written with Hebrew characters, may be 
wen in the Bodleian at Oxford. 

The Jews of Corfu suffered, like the rest of their brethren, from persecution, 
ut we meet with several decrees issued by different monarchs insisting on the 
«ual treatment of the Jews and Gentiles, and under such rulers their lot was 
‘arly tolerable. They were recognised as citizens, claimed civil rights, and were 
vot too heavily taxed. Karly in the 15th century, a deputation of Gentiles waited 
ipon the Doge, filled with bitter feeling, and requesting his sanction to put the 
Jews to death. This it was impossible to grant, but the Council felt compelled 
«) give some ear to the claims of its ‘‘ faithful subjects,” and many restrictions 
upon our coreligionists were the result. ‘They were enjoined to wear the yellow 
badge and were debarred from buying property or landed estate. But the latter 
harsh decree was in a few years modified to limiting the property of any Israelite 
to the value of 4,000 ducats. 

('p to the 15th centary Corfu was confined within the limits of the fortress, 
vuta suburb stretched out seawards, The portion between these two was known 
as the Jewish quarter. But in 1414 it was resolved to include the suburb 
within the walls, and this sufficed as a pretext to pull down the dwellings of the 
Jews. The effect of this was that the 5 ews spread over the city, living side by 
side with the Christians, which in its turn again gave offence. A long struggle 
ensued, but finally, in 1622, Jews were once more confined to one portion of the 
oi ge they were not allowed to leave without special permission from the 

rovreditore,

his chair, whilst the thoughtful furrowed face seems to look out On you from the 
canvas, and stands forward asif it were a thing of flesh and blood. No less 
successful is the portrait of Mr. Raphael Tuck; here again we have the picture of 
an old man, absolutely distinctive in style from the other, Mr. Frampton, A.R.A., 
in artistic habiliments, holding a tiny statuette in his hand, is painted. to the life - 
too; in short, each of these works bear testimony to Mr. Solomon's gifts as a 
portrait painter. 

The big unfinished canvas “Peace and War,’ is ideal alike in conception and 
treatment. A young mother in her gown of purple, with serene classic profile, 
bends contentedly over the tender babe at her breast, whilst round about them 
are tall white lilies, emblems of the peace which the pose of mother and 
child suggests. But for the man, another note has been sounded, and the call of 
war has taken him from the life of love and rest. A phantom figure holds forth 
the laurelcrown, and the husband, clad in armour, and mahied on his trusted 
steed, is ready to follow, though his eyes rest in “a very passion of farewells” 
on the two dear ones he must leave, and whose well-being alone can make his 
peace, 

A still larger piece of work is the fresco for the Royal Exchange on which 
Mr. Solomon is at work. The artist has appropriately selected the conferring of 
the freedom of the city, and Charles I. is the central figure, a visitor to the Guild- 
hall for the oceasion, The monarch erect and dignified in black cavaher hat and 
court suit, receives the humble salutations of the civie dignitaries as he makes his_ 
way from the royal coach to the historic building.

The following is an abstract of the 
Report : At the last meeting, £50 was voted to the Training College for 
Ministers and ‘Teachers at Admanople on the understanding that the students 
received secular instruction. In acknowledging the resolution of the Couneil, 
Rabbr Abraham Danon, the Director of the College, wrote that the students 
receive as an integral part of their training adequate secular education, at first 
in the school of the Alliance Israchte,and afterwards in the [mperialGymnasium, 
Of ten students who received their religious and secular education in the 
Colleye, six are now engaged as Rabbis, preachers and teachers in various 
‘Turkish communities. -In an appheation for a grant to the Jewish School at 
Bassorah (Persian Gulf), it was stated that in the month of February the school 
wis honoured witha visit from Amf Pasha, the new Governor-General, who was so 
much satisfied with its working that he has granted £3 per month from the 
(iovernment Education Fund towards the salary of a Turkish teacher. His 
Iexcellency promised to pay another visit before long, and expressed himself 
yreatly interested in the institution. ‘The good work done at the school has also 
been highly commended by Mr. W. A. Buchanan, whose firm (Messrs. Gray, 


Dawes and Co.) grant an annual donation. Mr. Buchanan, who is at 
present an London, has made to the Association several useful sug- 
gestions for controlling the work of the school.—Application is 
made for the renewal of the grant of £200 to the Haskeui (Con 


stantinople) Girls School, ‘There were at the end of 1806, 131 paying and 278 
free pupils, an mcorease of Lin the former, and of no less than 65 in the latter 
eateygory. But for lack of room the School could receive double the number, 
for Haskeui has a population of 2),000, mostly poor, and the only provision made 
for the proper education of the children is one boys’ school and one girls’ school 
of the Allhance Israc ite. The result is the existence of a number of small pri- 
vate schools. which in many respects are satisfactory. A delegate of the French 
Minister of Pubhe Fustruction lately visited the Allianee Schools, and reported 
them to be the best of the elementary schools in Constantinople. Everything is 
done at the Haskeui Girls School to raise the tone of the pupils, and especially 
to create a better feeling between rich and poor, Every Friday each of the non- 
wor pupils contributes tive centimes towards a fund (of which they themselves 
ine the accounts) to provide medicine and nourishment for poorer pupils who 
fall ll; and when the state of the fund permits, articles of clothing are also sup- 
plied, The result of this work is seen in the establishment a few months ago of 
a society of old pupils, which provides poor pupils with school material, and 
assists them otherwise in case of need. At the School itself children of the 
worer class receive a mid-day meal, at which they are waited upon by girls 
Slengie to families in more comfortable circumstances, 61 girls’ learn 
sewing, embroidery, and dressmaking, and a number are placed in the town as 
apprentices to corset makers and modistes. The object of the Head Mistress is 
to make them proficient in occupations not usually islowed by Jewesses, for as 
soon as they become competent they are assured of a good efir nteleamong their core- 
ligionists,—Appheations are made for the renewal of the grants of £60 to the 
Talmud Torat and Evening Classes for Apprentices, and of £32 to the Girls’ School 
at Damascus. ‘The pipils in the Talmud Torah have decreased from 482 to 464 
owing to the distress among the majority of the Le Order and discipline 
prevail, and the cleanliness and neatnexs of the children are good : in fact they 
might be classed as excellent in comparison with similar institutions. The 
children learn to rea@) write, and caleulate in Arabic. The same language would

worshippers. But one of the most attractive portions of your tour will, I think, 
be your visits to some of the colonies. And in this connection I may give an 
illustration of the vivid interest taken in your journey by the residents in the 
Holy Land. A well-informed correspondent writes to the Jédische Presse, 
expressing his regret that the only Jewish colony you contemplate inspecting is 
Rosh Pinah, certainly the most romantically situated, and that you will not see 
the prosperous settlement at Rishon-le-Zion, nor the agricultural school, Mikveh 
Israel, and he advises a route which would enable you to see a number of new 
settlements, and some thirteen Jewish villages that have sprung up within the 
last ten years. Now undoubtedly great things have already been accomplished 
in training the hapless immigrants from Russia and Roumania to become 
hardy tillers of the soil. M. Ehe Scheid, of Paris, the able representative of the 
noble-hearted founder of most of these colonies, gives a most encouraging report 
concerning the Jewish farmersof Palestine.* He shows by facts and figures 
that the statement so frequently made that the Jews look on while the 
Christians plan, and the Arabs work, is altogether devoid of foun- 
dation. asserts that well-trained Jewish horticulturists are 
at the head of each settlement, that Jewish farmers, peasants and 
labourers toil with splendid diligence. He speaks of 50,000 eucalyptus trees 

lanted in Gadra to counteract malarial influences, of 2,000,000 of vines that 
1ave been grafted by Jews in Rishon-le-Zion, Petach Tikvah and Zichron- 
Jacob, and of the excellent wine that is produced there. In Rosh Pinah there 
are 1(X),000 mulberry trees for the rearing of silk-worms, and the production of 
silk. In Rishon-le-Zion there are numbers of smiths and coopers. The one 
thing needful, he avers, is that we in Europe should purchase, with alacrity, the 
produce of these colonies, more especially the wine, if the Holy Land is again to 
become, as it was in the days of yore, a diamond in the desert, a palm grove 
islanded ‘mid the waste, a precious land, a beauteous inheritance amongst the 
nations. But I must also prepare you for the fact that in Jerusalem and tlebron. 
in Safed and Tiberias, you will witness much to grieve and afflict you. The 
number of those who receive and live on alms is still too great. We in Europe 
do so little to encourage self-help. A deplorable lack of unison exists among 
the various sections of the Jewish population. There are a number of charities, 
but they are not all well managed a judiciously administered. There is a lack 
of adequate hospital accommodation. Brethren, if you desire to be veritable 
Chovevi Zion, with whom the love of Zion is not a mere rhetorical flourish, you 
must help to train our Palestinian brethren in habits of self-relianee and indepen- 


dence. You must endeavour that their charitable relief be administered on lines 


and principles akin to those which obtain in civilised Europe. You must aid 
them to build dwellings in which God's light and air can enter. You must help 
to educate their children to become handicraftsmen. This great work has already 
been commenced with signal success. You will rejoice to see technical training 
carried on in the Baron Lionel de Rothschild School with conspicuous zeal. You 
will rejoice to see the well-built and well-kept houses in the new Jerusalem that 
has sprung up outside the Jaffa Gate. But one word more. You do not profess 
to go forth for any specifically religious or political purpose. You are not going 
as“ prospectors or philanthropists.” But yet I feel confident that this pilgrim- 
age will exercise an abiding effect on your spiritual life. It is a well-authenti- 
cated fact that De Saulcy, the great Oriental traveller, confessed that he went to 
Palestine as an unbeliever, arid that he returned from there with a profound 
faith in the truth of the Bible. You, | hope, do not need to have your faith thus 
strengthened. But [ ardently trust that by this pilgrimage there will be 
engendered in your hearts, and in the hearts of those whom you can influence, a 
stronger sentiment of brotherhood, a more vivid desire to work for the welfare 
of the indwellers of the Holy Land, a more enthusiastic devotion to those lofty 
principles and duties which are identified with the names of Zion and Jerusalem, 
so that as you go up to Zion you will thereby draw nearer to the Lord our God, 
And may our Heavenly Father shield and protect, guard and defend you and 
your fellow-pilgrims far and near. May the sun not smite you by day, nor the 
cold by night ! ic He keep sickness and sorrow away from you and those dear 
to you! May you solemnise the Feast of Passover with joy and devoutness in 
the gates of Jerusalem! May you return at the appointed time reeruited in. 
body and braced in mind, God speed you on your way! The Chief Rabbi con- 
cluded by pronouneing the Benediction.

“PILGRIM SATURDAY.” 
> 
FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


There was something unique and remarkable in the gathering that opt 
place last Saturday at the Hampstead Synagogue. That handsome place of 
worship was filled by a crowded congregation, some of whom came from far-o 
lands, some from more or less greater distances, and some, like myself, from 
neighbouring synagogues. In no case could it be said that the visitors were 
There was no stately ceremonial, no ornate 
Our presence simply betokened that we had assembled 
to join in the fervent God-speed which the Chief Rabbi, as our mouthpiece, was 
to wish the pilgrims ere they set forth in their quest of the Holy Land. It was 
a strangely unfamiliar incident in the annals of synagogal functions, perhaps the 
first of the kind which has ever taken place in Anglo-Jewish history. To me, as 
lam sure to all present, the occasion was instinct with a profound historic 
interest. To those who could read into the inner meaning of the Pilgrimage, 1t 
marks a great advance in the practical sympathy which is felt for the Zionist 
movement, The encouragement that is likely to be given to the struggling 
colonists in Palestine by the presence among them of a band of English Jews, 
who have specially set out on the pious pugrimage with ‘the intention of 
strengthening their stakes and lengthening their cords cannot be underrated. It 
is from such movements as. this that the new life of a people has often 
sprung. The stirring of the historic consciousness is as much due to a revival 
of national sentiment as to the development of outward physical catises. And 
not the least agreeable outcome of the movement which has swept over the 
Ghettos of Europe, has been to lift some of us out of the groove of those sordid 
“ practical” ideas in which the Anglo-Jewish mind was so oe to revolve. Its 
something to find that national ideals have now a place in modern Jewish culture. 
[fis one out.of not a few of the good results which that ill wind, anti-Semitism, 
has blown to us. And Israel will be all the better if a new spirit breathe into 
its ancient organism, and re-awaken into life some of those slumbering 
memories which crowd round the glories of the past. | 

Although there was nothing beyond the Chief Rabbi's address to mark the 
occasion, there was something of an indetinable solemnity in the service which 
partook of the nature of a religious consecration, ‘There were no banners, no 
pageants, no sacred vows, no solemn procession to the accompaniment of 
stirring music, yet al the more could not the mind contain the thoughts that 
would) crowd uppermost. In spirit, if not im body, the whole congregation 
were with that small company of pioneers, and one could not help recalling 
the many other pilgrimages which have from age to age wended their way to 
the shrines of Judea, more particularly of that inspired songster, Jehuda 
Halevi, of whom Heine exclaimed :— 


Pure and true without blemish 
Were both his song and his soul. 


It was a pity that some of his poems were not utilised for the occasion. 
They would have rounded the harmony of the service and lent to it additional 
impressiveness, In place thereof the Rev. A. A. Green appropriately chose for 
his Sabbath reading the 122nd Psalm, that beautiful Pilgrim Song containing 
the well-known lines: | 

| Pray for the peace of. Jerusalem ; 
They shall prosper that love thee. 

It was a wholesome tonic—this service of last Saturday—against the 
overgrowing materialism of the age. Its brightest feature, in my opinion, was 
that it bore unmistakable evidence that the Jews of England—of whom the

The Jewish Question and the next Diplomatic Congress of the Great Powers.

They had been married and lived happily together 
for over fifty years, and saw aiildeeu, grandchildren and great-grandchildren, 
and came only a year ago to Jerusalem, to find a resting place on the Mount of 
Olives. Their only anxiety was lest one should have to mourn the death of the 
other. This sorrow they have providentially been spared, as they each 
breathed their last in the self-same moment, the man in the men’s ward, and she 
in the women’s. 

Of all the reforms planned and promises made by the Turkish Government 
the only outcome so far here is the appointment of two Jewish policemen. The 
saying, * The mountain laboured and brought forth a mouse,” can the more be 
applied to this case, as the lot of poor Jewish policemen among their colleagues 
in this country is fitly comparable to that of mice amid cats.

HOME AND HOSPITAL FOR JEWISH INCURABLES. 


North London Canvassing Committee. 


A meeting was held on Monday, the 5th of March, at the residence of Mr. 
Gustav Tuck, 81, Highbury New Park, N., to meet Mr. Stuart M. Samuel, 
President, and Mr. Lionel L. Alexander, Vice-President, with the object of 
organising a Canvassing Committee for the North of London, in aid of the 
Building Fund of the Hone and Hospital for Jewish Incurables. The follow- 


ing gentlemen were present: The Rev. M. Hyamson, the Rev. J. A. Gouldstein, 
Messrs. A. Hart, M. Drukker, G. Tuck, 8S. Birn, J. Birn, J. Goldhill, J. M. - 


Lissack, jun., Henry H. Hyams, Ludwig Felsenstein, Louis Spiers, B. Goodman, 
S. B. Cohen, and John A. Cohen. 

Mr. Srvartr M. Samcec, who presided at the commencement of the meet- 
ing, said that the movement they were assembled to forward was, doubtless, 
well known to them through the medium of the Jewish Press. The Managers 
of the Institution were anxious that it should obtain the cordial support of the 
inhabitants of North London, the more especially as.it would remove shortly 
to that district. With that object, he would call upon Mr. Lionel L. Alexander 
to address them 

Mr. LioneEL ALEXANDER explained the desires and intentions of the Com- 
mittee of the Institution, and dealt upon the need of suppling the £20,000 
asked for in the Appeal, so as to enable the opening, free of debt, of a fully 
equipped Home and Hospital for 50 patients. No extravagance was contem- 
plated, but the work would be performed ina substantial manner, capable of 
extension hereafter. He further stated that the Committee appreciated the 
liberality evinced in response to the Appeal, but that the number of donors 
contributing to the amount already subscribed were comparatively few, and that 
the Committee’s aim was that of building up a large constituency of supporters. 
A Committee had been formed in the East End of London with the object of 
collecting funds in aid of the Institution, and it was sincerely hoped that with the 
combined efforts of both districts, they would soon be able to raise the remaining 
sum that is required to enable them to erect a new building which will be 
situated in North London. He congratulated the Committee on the representa- 
tive character of the gathering present, and the success in enlisting also the 
help of several who were anaes to attend that evening, which augured well 
for the success of the proposed North London Canvassing Committee. In con- 
clusion, he made a few remarks and suggestions as to the organisation of the 
canvass. He said: Ihave been a canvasser for many years, and a successful 
one, and I attribute my success to the fact that I was never satisfied by takin 
‘No’ for an answer; on the contrary, I always deemed it advisable to as 
repeatedly, and I am sure that if this Committee works on the above basis, they 
will be adequately recompensed.” 

Mr. J. Birn was unanimously elected Chairman, Mr. Louis Spiers, Treasurer, 
and Mr. John A. Cohen, Hon. Secretary to the Committee. 

Mr. J. Birn upon taking the chair, thanked the Committee for his election, 
and promised to do his utmost to promote the success of the movement. Pre-

had shown towards the Institution by assembling there that evening, and for their 
readily proffered help. He would like to point out that although they had been 
successful in obtaining £15,000 out of the £20,000 required, they must not lose 
sight of the fact that the remaining £5,000 would be found much more difficult 
to obtain than the previous £15,000, but he hoped that with the hearty sup- 
port of ardent canvassers they would be able to show very good results at an 
early date.

OLD FORD RELIGION CLASSES. 


The annual general meeting of contributors to the Old Forth and Nort 
Bow Jewish Classes and Sabbath School was held on Sunday last at the 
Board School, Arbery Road, Grove Road. Mr. 8. H. VALENTINE, President, 
occupied the chair. 

The report for the past year states that the number of paps attending the 
Classes continues to increase, there being an attendance of about 0) on Satur- 
days, 200 on Sundays, and 100 on Wednesday evenings, Dr. Friedlinder again 
conducted the examination of the pupils, and his satisfactory report gives 
evidence of the efficient instruction imparted to the children by their zealous 
teachers. The financial] statement, however, does not compare favourably with 
that of last vear. The balance-sheet showed a deficit of a little over £12, due 
to the fact that the subvention of £20 hitherto annually paid by the Religious 
Education Board had not been received at the time the accounts for 1806 were 
made up. The report contains an appeal to the community for assistance in 
order to place the Institution, which 1s accomplishing good work in East London. 
on a sure footing. 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the Report and Balance Sheet, 
referred to the conscientious labours of the Head Master and Head Mistress, 
Mr. and Mrs. Heiser, and attributed to them much of the success which the 
Classes achieved. The Classes, he said, were conducted with rigid economy, the 
gross expenditure being only £140, and yet he was sorry to say that the balance 
sheet recorded a deficit. Although the deficit shown in the accounts was about 
¢12. it was, in fact, considerably more than that, because the balance of £37 with 
which they began the year's work had been exhausted, so that the total 
deficiency of the year. when the actual receipts and expenditure were taken 
into account was nearly £50. He hoped the community would not allow the 
work of their Classes to be hampered for want of funds. The Classes were 
situated in a part of London where they did not attract the attention of the 
wealthy. and the Committee had from year to year to regret the scant support 
which they received. The amount derived from annual subseriptions, £6 3s. 6d., 
was lamentably small and the greater portion of this sum was subscribed by the 
local committee. This year, owing to an informality in not applying for the grant 
at the proper time, they had not received even the subvention of the Jewish 
Religious Education Board, and as a result, the Classes were now seriously in 
want of funds, He earnestly appealed for new annual subscriptions. He was 
very gratified to announce that a gentleman who, a few years ago, had attended 
their annual distribution of prizes and was impressed with the good work the 
Classes accomplished, had sent him acheque for £12 7s. dd. to clear off the deficit 
shown on the accounts. The donor wished the gift to be anonymous, 

Mr. A. B. Sates seconded the adoption of the Report. 

Mr. 1. Clon. Secretary), said that when the Old Ford Classes 
were first formed, the Jewish Association for the Diffusion of Religious Know- 
ledge undertook to contribute £20 annually towards the expenses. This annual 
subvention was considered by the Commuttee as part of the rehable income of 
the classes, and they regarded the action of the present Religious Education 
Board as a repudiation of its obligation, The instruction that was given at their 
classes was practically the only religious education that the Jewish children in 
Qld Ford and North Bow could obtain, and bad the East End not undertaken to 
provide that religious instruction, the children would have grown up with scarcely 
any religious education whatever, He did not think it was right thatthe Religious 
Education Board should, by withholding their pecuniary support, add a further 
burden on the Committee. 

Messrs J. Da Sinva, BL J. Priexp and A, made a few 
remarks on the work of the Classes, and the report having been adopted, the 
lion. Officers were elected as follows: Mr. S. HL. Valentine, President: Mr. 
John Da Silva, Vice-President ; Mr. Lewis Levy, Treasurer; Mr. L. Bloomfield, 
Hon. Secretary ; Messrs. J. Da Silva and A. H. Valentine, Auditors. The 
Committee were re-elected, with the addition of Messrs. E. Alvarez, E. 
Bloomfield, and B. J. Friend. 


WESTMINSTER JEWS’ FREE SCHOOL. 

The following is the Report of the Rev. S. Singer upon the results of the 
last Kaamination in Hlebrew and Religion: 

Both Departments maintain their high standard of excellence. Hebrew (Reading, 
Tranelati n trom the Prayer Book and Pentateuch and Grammar) throughout the school 
was satisfactory and in accordance with the full requirements of the Code. Scripture has 
been taught with judgment and intelligencs, while the lessons of our Faith have been 
realised tn a manner full of promise as a moral and religious influence in the after lives of 
the pupils In the Infant School the teaching is animated and sy mpathetic 

Ihe work in the highest standards (6th and 7th boys, Sth and 6th girls) was extremely 
creditable. The only subject for regret is that the classes are not stronger numerically, 
This is no doubt due to extraneous and partly economic causes. Could not, however, 
something be done, whether by the offer of special rewards or by other methods that may 
suggest themselves to your Committee of Managers, to induce a larger number of pupils to 
pass through the whole curriculum of the School? Parents ought. to have impressed upon 
them how great is the educational loss inflicted on their children by their removal from 
school before the completion of the school course. ; 

A large percentage of the pupils presented for examination were the children of foreign 
parents, many of them being quite recent arrivals. Notwithstanding the increased difti- 
culties thus occasioned, I noticed no diminution in the thoroughness with which, as in 
former years, the children had been grounded in the various subjects that came within the 
scope of my examination, The rapidity with which they have been made to assimilate 
English ways of thought and speech is very remarkable, and merits the recognition not 
only of the Committee but of the community at large.

Small but timely is the volume “ The Bible and the Child,” just published by 
James Clarke, Timely, but not very helpful. Still I have read it through with 
deep interest, and commend it to those parents who are in search of guidance in 
their proper duty to their children. All the writers are agreed in wishing the 
results of the “ Higher Criticism” communicated to children—though some of 
the contributors fix the age of 14 as the limit at which such communication 
should occur, None of the authors grapples with the fundamental difficulty : 
What test of inspiration replaces the old formula : the book, the whole book, and 
nothing but the book? All talk reasonably of the service which the “ Higher

In the death 
of Mrs. Leverson the school suffered a very serious loss, for she had by her 
untiring zeal, excellent judgment and devotion to work deservedly won the 
confidence and esteem of parents, and the respect and affection of her staff and 
pupils. But the void occasioned by her death has been most happily supplied 
in the person of the present Principal, who, by her exceptional educational 
powers, administrative abilities and admirable methods of organization, has not 
only maintained and advanced the prosperity of the school, but has also gained 
for it an almost world-wide reputation.

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PROSELYTES IN POST-BIBLICAL TIMES. 


A meeting of the Jews'College Literary Society was held on Sunday evening 
last, when the Rev. I. 8S. Meisens read a paper on “ Proselytes in Post-Biblica 
and More Especially in Talmudical Times.” Mr. M.A,, 
presided. 

After some remarks by the CHAIRMAN, 

The Rev, I. 8. Mretsets said: The many and various allusions, some of them 
quite incidental, to proselytes in both the Talmudim—the Palestinian as well as 
the Babylonian—prove beyond a doubt that conversions to Judaism must have 
been of frequent occurrence : nor does it require a profound study or compre- 
hensive knowledge of the Talmud to ascertain this. In the present 
paper I intend to confine my attention to those proselytes only 
about whom we have less extensive information, thus intentionally 
omitting the more well-known names In Gabla there were to be 
found many proselytes who, without having undergone the indispensable M°30, 
had yet married Jewish women. In Mechusa also, a town on the Tigris, in 
Babylon, the population contained a strong admixture of heathen residents who 
had become proselytes. R. Geira and Rabba bar Abuha interested themselves 
greatly in the well-being of proselytes; in Palestine, on the other hand, the 
authorities would not appoint preselytes even as Inspectors of Weights and 
Measures. Seyeral of the heathens who thus embraced Judaism had acquired 
a knowledye of the law. R. Akiba had amongst his gion two proselytes— 
an Egyptian, named Menjamin, and an Ammonite by the name of Jehuda. 
Other instances of proselytes are not difficult to find. R. Jehuda was called 
“the son of proselytes,” because, says Rashi, * both his parents were proselytes. 
He was the pupil of Rabbi Simon b, Jochai, and must have stood very high in 
the estimation of his master, else be would scarcely have sent his own son to 
him in order to receive his blessing. In the case of Rav. Shemuel, son of Rav. 
Jehuda, the Indian, both father and son were proselytes. One lady proselyte 
was so well versed in the Bible that she could carry on a discussion with no less 
a personage than K.Gamaliel himself, about an apparent contradiction to be 
met with in the Torah, Nor is the Talmud our only source of information for 
the statement that “in the century before or after the destruction of the Second 


Temple by Titus, a leaning towards the religion of Israel seemed to take 
possession of the peoples of the earth.” Here the lecturer gave a long extract 


from Josephus in support of his statement. Continuing, he said that in 
Damascus most women openly professed Judaism; in Antioch, the Jewish 
Service attracted a great multitude of Greeks who thus became, in a certain 
sense, a constituent part of the Jewish community itself. It was, however, 1n 
Rome that the movement achieved its highest success; and the remarkable fact 
is that, notwithstanding the prejudice and hatred which the Romans entertained 
against everything Jewish, Judaism should yet have found its adherents 1n 
their midst, and that, not only amongst the mass of the people, but also in the 
hearts of some of their most prominent men and women. The Emperor 
Domitian, hostile to the Jews as he was, was yet still yet more so towards 
proselytes to Judaism, whom he regarded as nothing less than traitors to the 
State, Attachment to Judaism was regarded by Roman law as Atheism, and 
those accused of the crime were dragged before the tribunal and. if convicted, 
mcurred the penalty imposed by the Roman law on Atheists—they were either 
deprived of A a property, or driven into exile, or even condemned to death, 
Such was the fate which befell Flavius Clemens and his wife, although both 
were near relatives of the I:mperor, It is not too much to say that in Rome, in 
particular, the converts to Jacnan were mostly of the highest and most 
fashionable circles. ‘The conversion to Judaism of the nobleman and high 
ecclestastic Bodo, one of King Louis I.’s favourites, created a great sensation at 
the time; the non-Jewish chronicles speak of it as they would 
of some public national calamity. The lecturer then gave an account 
of the correspondence between Maimonides’ and the proselyte Obadiah, in 
which the latter had questioned him as to the duties which devolved 
upon one who, lke himself, had entered into the ranks of Judaism’ 
The case of the Franciscan monk, Fray Diego, was then dealt with, who, con- 
vineed through study of the Bible of the truth of Judaism, on the one hand, 
and of the groundlessness of Christianity on the other, openly expressed his 
conviction to his brother friars, on which he was subjected to the tortures of 
the Inquisition, Learned theologians were directed to discuss the matter with 
him, and to try by arguments and disputations to save him from apostasy, all, 
however, to no purpose. He remained faithful and steadfast to this conviction 
as to the truth of Judaism. After spending two years in prison, he was burnt 
alive at a solemn aute da fe, Another case was that of Moses Germanus, in 
Amsterdam, who, regarding Christianity as a huge fraud, had entered into the 
covenant of Abraham. This was by no means an isolated instance of Christians 
who, from no other motive than that of pure love of Judaism, became proselytes 
and by so doing laid themselves open to all manner of abuse and ignominy. 
The lecturer then dealt with the meaning of the term “God fearing” so frequently 
met with in some of the older Jewish and non-Jewish Greek writings. Josephus, 
as well as the Testament, uses the term as an equivalent to the Hebrew “7 NY, 
that is to say, in the sense of proselytes, as men who though not of Jewish 
descent, yet professed Judaism, Josephus mentions three classes of people, 
who by their contributions to the Temple conduced to the increase of. its 
treasures, of which the second or middle class, “ those that feared God” signified 


the proselytes, pere and simple. What, however, would seem to have escaped 


the notice of all engaged in this ‘study, is that some of our chief commentators 


on the Bible explain the term “7 SY so often met with in Scripture itself, by | 


O°"). How did it come about that the number of those joining the Synagogue 
was so very small in comparison with those who went: over to the Church or the 
Mosque! In the first rise, having regard to the nature of the inducements 
held out by other religions to would-be proselytes, he thought that the 
number of conversions should really be very much larger than it really is. 
When we consider, further, the hardships which intending converts to Judaism 
have to undergo, and the difficulties which Judaism throws in their way, we 
should be surprised, not at the small number of those who have at any time 
embraced Judaism, but rather at the fact that, in spite of such obstacles in their 
path, anyone could ever be found ready to throw in his lot with Israel. For what 
is the actual state of things)» Whereas Christianity and Mohammedanism do all 
they possibly can to induce Jews, by means that cannot but appeal to certain 
weak and corrupt natures, to become traitors to their God, religion and people, 
Judaism pursues a totally different course : it attempts to repel and dissuade by 
every means in its power imtending proselytes from adopting the faith. Our 
mission on earth is neither to force our religion on the attention of others, nor 
to be indifferent to its observance as far as we ourselves are concerned. What 
we have particularly to guard against is the attempt to, as it were, forestall 
Providence and to arrogate to ourselves what is distinctly and peculiarly the 
function of Heaven, If we are to succeed in attracting and securing the peoples 
of the earth to the service of God, it must be purely and solely by means of our 
own conduct in hfe, by the example we set to the world of ‘a nation living in 
accordance with a law based on the highest imaginable conception of duty to God 
and to man. As long as Israel, the heritage of the Lord, remains true and loyal 
to itself, to its splendid and glorious traditions, and does not relinyuish or swerve 
from a single one of the duties and obligations of its calls and responsibilities, it 
has nothing to fear from any quarter whatsoever.
